The 
maiv .Mr. Keene bred to Rock Sand was tlie dis- 
tiiiguisiied Bonnie Gal, which died a few weeks 
ago. It was a great pity (hat slie could not liave 
liv4*d H> deliver the foal. Rock Sand is in excellent 
lieaBh and his disjmsition is ln*yoml reproach, but 
li<* is not smoothing out exactly to the notion of 
Superintendent Kane. He weiglis now just around 
l.liX) pounds. Mr. Kane says lie would be better sat- 
isfied if he could take on another fifty pounds. lie 
\NouJd then romui into the stallion shape. He now 
has more the api>rarance of a horse ready to he put 
into (mining. Rock Sand is a glutton. He will 
<*at all that is put before him and then more. IU| 
lias been necessary at times to muzzle him to pre- 
vent ills eating liis bedding. 

’Hiere i.s one big disappointment at Nursery 
Stud — I.ady Languish, the daugliter of St. Simon and 
Lady Reel (dam of Domino. Hamburg and C«»rrec- 
tion). Mr. Belmont paid $2.7.0(X> for Lady Languish 
as a \veanling at the disper.<al sale of the stud of 
the late .Marcus Daly. Mr. Keene buying her dam 
for $11,000 and contending against Messrs. Whitney 
ami Belmont for the weanling. Lady Languish was 
never raced solely heeaiise of her tenijier. She is 
the meanest man* at Nursery Stud twlay and it is 
the impression of those who know her be*st that she 
will lose none of lier bad temper if she lives to be 
as old ns Hickory Jim was supposed to have been 
when he went to horse lieaven. No light boy could 
ever do anytliing with her. It took a man to ride 
her and even then siie would ileliberatoly try to 
rub him off against the rail as she sailed along 
with iier ears pinned back. She has been bred 
three times and never a foal has arrived. Inci- 
deutall.v Lady RjcI has had three foals by St. 
Simon iind, as Major Daingerfleld recently remarked, 
tluTO is not one of thmii worth a nlekle. This 
eirrumstance of Lady Reel’s having thrown three 
great race horses to the cover of native sires and 
thri'i* abject failures when mated with one of the 
best horses in all of England and the world has 
puzzled horsemen and a great controversy has arist*n 
among the breeders. Their theories >vould fill a 
volume. 

The hnsiness of insuring horses is Increasing every 
day and seems to he a good thing for the horse- 
men. The Lloyds l.ave paid claims of over $90,000 
in this country this year, and the premiums have 
not Iteen more than one-tenth of that sum. James 
R. Keene is the lieaviest Insurer in America, Ho 
believes in it. and with good reason, for he has 
twice been j>aid on policies of $100,000. Com- 
mando and Sysonhy were both Insured for that 
amount. 

Charles W. Moore lias received a check for 
.82.000 insurance on the two yearling colts he lost 
at Slioepshead Bay in the last week in June. The 
colts were both by Ingoldsby and were out of Sem- 
per Vietoire and Rose Lady, respectively.

Lexington, Ky., September 2S. — Ortegal. tho 
dam of Octagon and the grandaui of Boldanie. 
w’inner of $100.000 -on the turf, including the Subnr- 
l»an Handicap, is dead. She belonged to August 
Ik*lmont, and was imported by his father In 1S9.3. 
Besides Octagon, she w.as the dam of Ordeal, 
(’aseman. Orthodox and Ortoland. She leaves a 
'weauUug chestnut colt by Don de Oro. This famous 



was sired by the Derby winner. Bend Or. and 
was out of Lfezie Agnes, a daughter of the Derby 
winner. Macaroni. 

Trainer W. L. Snyder, New York, Is expected 
any day now to arrive here to take charge of the 
Hamlmrg Stud Farm of ,T. E. Maddeu. Roger 
Keruey. wdio has been manager there for some time 
past, is still to remain on the place under Snyder, 
who, according to reports, will have charge of 
everything there. Tlie colored trainer, William 
Walker, famous as the rider of Ten Broeck in all 
his records, is again in Madden’s employ in the 
eastern training stable. Walker has recently been 
training a string for a Louisville turfman. C. E. 
Patterson is still to remain with Madden as first 
assistant trainer. It is said Madden will winter 
the cracks of his string at Benning, In charge of 
Walker and Patterson, wiiile Madden will spend 
most of the winter at his Kentucky farm. 

Signor La Arona. an influential turfman in Mexico, 
has bought for his thoroughbred stud the stallion. 
Room Mate, hy Raeburn, out of Workmate, by 
Bulwark. He bought the horse from L. Blum, who 
purchased him here last winter, and he has also 
purchased from L. Blum tlie bromlmare, Nepigou, 
l>y Wagner and Celia Webber, by Luke Blackburn. 
Room Mate was bred in England by the late Mar- 
cus Dal.v, and brought to this country when a wean- 
ling. He was a fair race horse, winning several 
good races. Raeburn, bis sire, would have been 
one of England’s most sensational borses but for 
being out the same year as was Isinglass, tho 
world’s largest money winner of the turf. 

Colonel W. S. Barnes, who figured on the turf 
for so many years, and whose Melbourne Stud was 
sold out a few years back by his creditors, is 
making an effort to get together a few thorough- . 
iireds and still hold ou to a small business in the 
breeding world.

In charge of 
Dan Morris, lias lost 'hy death one of his choice 
youngsters. The colt was b.v Russell — Hira 'Villa, 
by Ilimyar, and cost him $G(X) at auction. The 
youngster was lired and sold by 0. H. Chenanit of 
Spendthrift Stud.
